He aiii!oun';ed 
a dflieii. of L'l ,0'J',),OOI), which he said had 
resulted from an outlay of I'Kii ,0*)0 
greater than the oatiiiiatos, while tho rev- 
enue had decreased £508,000. 'I'ho dif- 
ferunce, ho ducliirod, would havoi boen 
saved if the late governiiieiit had not 
aband.med the Quetta railway. Ho 
thought it unfair and unjust to make a 
financial stalenumt uiuler such duiiress- 
ing circuniataiicea. The late govonimont, 
not Lord Salisbury or Lord Uulferiii, was 
to blame for this state of alVaira. Ho 
CiUiduninod the Marquis of Uipon, late 
viceroy of India, for not looking ahoud. 
Till' e.xtra ])eriimntMit military charge, he 
said, would pridiably reach £-',000,000 
yearly. He said that economy was the only 
way of meeting the deficit.

Coroner's IiKiiiost. 

The inquest on tho Enterprise disaster 
was continued yesterday afternoon before 
Mr. Coroner Johnson . 

Edward McDonald, sworn, testified that 
he was deckhand on the Enterprise ut the 
time of the collisicii, and was in the 
lower hold in his room reading the Police 
Gazette; tho Chinamen woro in the after 
room on the port side, in the lower hold; 
about an hour before the accident two 
Chinamen came down into the lower hold, 
and ho got out of his bunk and drove 
thorn out; passengers had no right in 
ruoms uf the lower h.uld ; my room from 
tho Chinese cooks' room, where the China- 
mun were found, is about tun foot; heard 
the Rithbt'a whistle; hoard tho Enterprise 
answer tho one whistle; two or three 
minutes after head the sluw bell; heard 
the stop bell a minute after; a few seconds 
after this heard the crash; imniadiatuly 
jumi)ed from his berth and ran towards 
the Udder; when he got to the foot of the 
ladder tho water was about to his middle; 
the distance to the ladder from ro<un i.s 
about tiftt en feet ; got to the deck and 
cleared away the starbniird (luarter-boal ; 
got it in the water, placed passengers in 
her and put them on the Rithet; picked 
two women out of the water; the boat 
was .10 crowded that we had to padiUi^ 
the I'hitorprise sank below fan tail rails 
bef(ire tho boat got to tho water; tlu! 
rails wore two or three feet under water; 
this was on the starboard side; she had 
listed to starboard on account of the 
heavy cattle; it was not more than twenty 
see iiuls before tho hiwer hold was full of 
water. 

To Mr. Irving 'I'iie M irboard b.nl 
would comfor'aliiy liolil ab^oil liileen. b.id 
about twenty in tho boat, wil li my si l i 
and the bartender; the live boats were i f 
aiiiiilnr'si/..-; the boats were all in gn^il 
oriler; four were on dsviis and oiu' spare 
boat; there, were preservi'is in .dl 

parts of the boat, easily got at; the lil'e- 
preaorvors were buoyant; 1 hose wh. 1 had 
them on Moated easily; the steward arui 
purser lilted presorvera on ladies when 
witness was getting boat out. 

To .Mr. (iannsway Did not notice 
when Chinese were in K.wer huld wlielher 
they had the dour closed afliu- tlu'iu. 

IJenry T. Bishop, sworn, tesiirnul that 
he was purser ot the Enliirprise at llu! 
time of the collision; was in the purser's 
otlice writing; be.iril the Rithet and En- 
terprise whislleB; lui.ked out frmii tho 
starboard side a id saw the Rithet coming ; 
at this lime the Eiiler|prise was a little to 
the north of tlu^ iioinl; merely i^laiieed 
out uf tho window, and resumed w.'rk ; 
about twenty minutes afterwards passen 
gers came running into t|ie cabin crying, 
"Ijook out I look out I" got oil the 
stool 1 WHS sitting and went ^o the ilour, 
when the colliaitui occurred; diil not see 
the collision; went aft with the rest of the 
paaaoiigcra into the saloon; gave the paa- 
sengers life preservers, and helped to put 
them on the Indies; put one un myself; 
went down to the ladies cabin to see if 
there wero any ladies there; this w.is on 
tl e lower dock; saw Mr. Chas Todd there; 
there was a little water on tho lloor; on 
the way U|) hearil iiasaeiigers on the 
Ireighl deck call for help; opened the 
door connecting the ladies cabin with the 
freight deck and saw a passenger crushed 
with a trunk across his logs; tho water 
here was about ii[) to witness' knees; did 
not attoinpt to get to the lower hold; no 
passoiigers aro allowed there; Chineu! and 
Indiana aro in tho h.ibit of going down 
there to sleep or smoke opium and frj- 
(luently driven out; jumped overboard; 
the water was rising fast and passengers 
were all provided with life preservers; do 
not know cook's room where bodies were 
found; don't know whether any life pro- 
servers were in this room; vas picked up 
by the Rithet'a boat: assisted to lake \t:\A - 
songers on buard tlie Rithet; aaw Ciptaiu 
Rudlin on buard tho Rithet; did not see 
any officer in charge of the Enterprise 
after tho collision occurred; when! saw 
Capt. Rudlin it was after I had changed 
clothes un thu Rithet. 

To Mr. Irving — The steward and pantry 
boy helped tho passengers to life preserv- 
ers; there was no dilHcully in getting lliem 
out; there were 01 ]):isfli.-ngcrs 011 bo.i.rd; 
Iki of these were Uhiiiese and liuliaii.s; do 
not know the Chiiiaiuuu drowned; col 
lected tickets from thu passengers before 
tho collision; had to send deck hand 
Turnbull down below to get tickets from 
the two Chinese who were in the lower 
hold; ihey had gone down there several 
times. 

To Mr. Ganiiawiiy — There was consid - 
orable shock and noise at the cidliaion 
enough tu arouse slee|iing persons, and 
also afterwards espocially among the Chi 
neae. 

Jacob Lenz, sworn, tustifiod that he 
was a passenger on the Enterprise at the 
time of the ooUision; was near the pilot 
house and saw tho Rithet coming; she 
blew a whistle; the captain of the En- 
terprise went to tho house and iiiiswurtjd 
with one whistle; there naa another in 
the pilot house; the captain remained 
there until the collision took place; the 
captain tried to get to the right title of 
thu Rithet; at this time the steamers wore 
only a short distance apart; remained on 
deck until llie ateaniers touched and then 
ran for the cabin; did not see Ua(it. Rud 
lin or tho mate aftor that; aaw the [lurser 
helping the passengers to lite preservers; 
got a life preserver in theaalooii and went 
hick to near the pilot house; tliero was a 
fool and a half of waleron this deck; had 
tl) wade through the water and climbed 
from thu Entorpriso to the Rithet ; somo 
one else took my life preserver; diui'i 
know who it was. 

To Mr. Irving — Saw some of the Chi- 
nese ill tho saloon getting life [iresorvors; 
there was no dilliciilty in getting life pn; 
sc rvers. 

.Stewart Keoiiaii , sworn, testified that 
ho was a deck hand ou board the Enter 
[iriso; was at the wheid about three mill 
utos before the collision; the mate re 
lioved me; the Rithet was in sight; the 
Rithet blew hor whistle as witness came 
from the pilot bouse door; Cajit. Rudlin 
passed in as witness ctme out; romained 
on the lower deck until the collision; the 
two stoainora were heading straight for 
each other; the i'jiiterprise was roiindini; 
thu point; didn't obaervo .the swiiiL'ing at 
all; there was a strong flood tide; if the 
helm was |)ut over alio would swing a few 
aecmida afterwards; she did not imrt un 
til it was seen that the Rithet was going 
to run foul of her; she had not room to 
port while rounding the pidnt. 

To Mr. Irving — Was atanding on the 
gangway on the port side within ten feet 
of where the liithet struck; when the 
Rithet W.18 150 feet off tho Entorpriso she 
altoroil hor course; witness stated he did 
not know tho difference beUveeii slarboiud 
or port; only aaw mio man iu tho pilot 
house of the Rithet; after the Rithet 
sheered for us the bell struck for slow on 
the Enterprise. 

Robert Ward, ssvorn, teiilitied thai he 
was a passenger on I he Itithet; was stand 
ing aft on tho port side; had just left 
Capt. Inaley at liiiicli; aaw the Enterprise 
cmning on our port side about 400 yards 
distant; her position was apparently as 
though she was going tu cross the Rithet'a 



bows; it was so apparent that a passenger 
who was with nio remarked it; wo had 
rounded Cadboro point; there was no ob- 
struction between the two steainors; could 
see the Enterprise from where I stood; 
the Rithet kept on her course, her usual 
route to New Westminster; this was be- 
fore the whistle blew; the Rithet'^blew 
one whistle; she [lorted her helm immed- 
iately afleward; they were abnut fifty 
yards apart tlioii; the Enterprise blow ono 
wliistio, and also appeared to have ported 
her helm; it soemed us though she could 
not clear the Ritliot ; sho was coining 
across our bows; the Rithet gave two 
signal bells; the signal and crash of the 
eullisicn woro almost simultdneoua. 

Coroner Johnson hero stated that the 
iiujuiry was to ascertain the cauaa of the 
death of the two Chinamen; whether 
ihoru wa.i any criminal neglect that led tu 
their deatii, and if so to indict the offend 
ers in a criminal court. Thu evidence, so 
fur, proved that within a few seuuuds the 
lower h(dd, in which tho Chinosu wero, 
was tilled and iheCliineso drowned before 
they could get out. 

iMr. Irviiig said that the iiniuiry was to 
see il' there was any nugligeiice on the 
part of I he vessel's oHicers. It was cer- 
tain that someone was to blame for the 
collibiuu uf twu steamers well equipped 
and in calm waters. It would be an easy 
inntler to find the cause of the death of tho 
two Ciiinesti, but the jury would require 
to lioil thr-iuiih whoso iiegligonco the col- 
lision was caused. 

Liiighlaii McLean, sworn , testified that 
ho WHS mate of the Rithet ut the time of 
the collision; was in the pilot- house at 
the time; at tho time the w'^iistlo sounded 
w-as on tb.' upper dei;k lashing gangway, 
alH.iii Iwciiiy feet I'roin the house; ti'.e 
i|U ;i 1! i-ruiasler was in tlie pilot-huuso at 
!hu liiiif; think the captain was at lunch; 
atiei the whiatlo was blown he turned to 
ilio |iiii'i ionise and asked him if ho knew 
the c <ast weU in that locality; he said ho 
did; cnild not say whether the Enterprise 
;iiiswi-r..ii llie wlu.iilc; did not notice any- 
thing i"TiiIi.\r in tho I'hiteriirise's posi- 
tion al llie liiiie llie whistle blow; a cou- 
ple "f iiiMiu'.i H if[iTwanl, as ho was going 
tow ird till- lol-i'. hi'iiBu, the qiiarterniaster 
sang o ii, ' II ■ 13 going to cross our bow!" 
lo<d. 'd aliu.ui and aaw that the Enterprise 
was l iking a sheer across our bow; sho 
was abiiiit IfiOO yanls away; decided to 
stop the ongiiiO and reversed her to lull 
speed; as he p.vssrd the qiiarleriiiaster he 
asked how thu helm was and was answured 
hard a port; tried it, and found it so; 
kept llie engines reversing until the ves- 
sels slruik; they were reversing lifteen or 
twenty Bec^oids; then slopped the engines, 
left the pilot house and went to the boats; 
when the Eiitei'|iriau sheered across our 
bows think that sho was carried by the 
tide; she was running at an angle of 
about 22 deiireea; sho recovered, and we 
struck her cm the port aiilo; did not pay 
[larticular attention as to how tho steatnor 
WHS cmniiig, as 1 ^vas not in charge of the 
bo.it; when I joined the boat was given 
to understand that 1 had nothing to do 
with tho navigation of the boat; my du- 
ties were to look after the freight deck. 

To Mr. Irving — Have certificate as mas- 
tc; know the course; have been on it for 
two ye.irs ; wo were alioiil 500 (U- 000 yards 
from shore; tho Enterprise had rounded 
the point; the Enterprise cnuld have gone 
to witliin 50 or 00 y.ird3 of the ahora; at 
tho time the engines were stopped tho En- 
torprise cuuld have got 500 yards nearer 
shnro; did not cunaidor the Rithet too near 
sluu'e. 

To a juryman — There was no chance to 
save her when she was sheering acres our 
bows. 

To the Coroner —Tliere ia such a tide 
at this point that tho helm will not answer 
fur a little; have seen the Rithet almost 
have to turn round at this place on ac- 
count of tide; my going into tho pilot 
house was disobeying orders; have never 
steered the Rithet during four mouths I 
have been on her. 

Mr. (iaunaway thought when ho went 
liral into the investigation that some one 
was muck to blame but since hearing tho 
evidence ho had concluded that 110 ono 
was to bliiuo but that il was one of those 
accidents tb.il happened without any nog- 
ligiMice ;ind which migliL nut occur again 
111 I lii'Sf str.iils in the next Uionaand years. 
Hi; li-ad a the.iiy wliicli he would submit 
to tht! jury. \Ir. Gannaway here exhibit- 
ed a sketch of the point where tho acci- 
dent occurruil and which he subniittad 
was caused by the unusual action of a rip 
tide sheering the ve,«iiel fruiii her cuurso, 
and not through any nei^liguiico or lack of 
C()mpetency on tho part of thu utticers of 
either steamer. 

Mr. Irving briefly addressed the jury 
drawing attention in a few facts in the 
ovideiii:e ami referring to thoir duty. 

The coroner in addresaiim tha jury said 
he would remind them that the object of 
the inquest was limited to ascertaining 
whether any person was criminally liable 
for tho death of the Chinamen, and not to 
find whether the oliicers of llie vessel M'ere 
compolonl that was the duty of thu court 
of in piiry al prohont in S'sssirm who un- 
doubtedly would (ibtain the cor- 
rect • solution. Tho steamers woro 
both running in smooth water, under a 
bright sky, with no fog or smoke to inter- 
fiuo. lie could not agree with Mr. 
(Jaiiuaway that no one was to blame, for 
corlaiiily in an accident of this kind some 
uiie must be al fault, though to a curtain 
extent he believed his Iheioy of the acci- 
dent. There was no d.nibl whatever in 
his mind that the Eiiterpriae was keeping 
on her cuurse. Sho was nearer to the 
Vancouver shore. It seems that the 
captain and mate were both at the wheel, 
ami that Ihey were on their proper course. 
It was shown that there was no want of 
skill in the inanageiiieiit of the steamer, 
hut that they were coinpotoiit and reliable 
men for llo'ir duties. The other stoainer's 
couisi) w-as ■III till! other side, near Dis- 
C'lviuy Island. (J.ipt Insley was iiiidonbt- 
oilly a coinpi'tent seaman and understood 
the various rocks, shoals, and tides of the 
course to Now Westminster; but it 
seemed stranije that Capt. Inaley should 
have gnrto to lunch while in this tortuous 
channel where the accident occurred. No 
doubt the mall in charge of the wheel 
was ciiinpelenl to fill his position, but he 
held no certificate of CDiupiitoncy. Had 
the ca[ilain been lUl deck lie \V(Oi]d have 
known tho reason of tho aheor to port 
and have shifted hia course and thus 
avoided the catastrnpho. The Eiilerpriao 
was carried towards liie Discovery Island 
side, and the man at the wheel uf tho 
Rithet kept il umiilships until it was too 
late to avoid a iMllisioii. With reference 
to the Uhnie.st! il was clearly shown that 
il was impossible for anyone to have saved 
tho sleeping Chinamen, for the rush of 
water was too tjuick. They perished solely 
ill consequence of Ihe cidliaion and sleep- 
ing in llie hidd of the vessel. Whether 
Capt. Insley was at fault in the discharge 
of his duty il was them to determine. 
His honor ([uoted authoritica to explaiti 
to the jury what criminal negligence un 
I he seas iiieuni , and Lliiiiiglit that there 
was notliing in the evidence to prove that 
Ciqit. Insley had acted with criiniiial 
caridessuoas ; but there was certainly a 
lack of judgment in leaving tho quarter- 
master in charge of the wheel at a critical 
moment. 



The jury, retired at 5:45 to consider 
their verdict. 

After being ablient for two hours they 
returned with tho following verdict: 

We find that the Chinamen, Wong 
Fook and Lee Sam lluck came to their 
deaths by drowning, on board the steamer 
Enterprise, in collision with tho steamer 
R. P. Ritket, on the 28th .July, off 
Cadboro Point; and thai the collision oc- 
curred from want uf care and skill in the 
navigation of the steamer Rithet uiidur 
difficult circumatances, the master having 
loft the stuainor in charge of an ordinary 
quartermaster.

The oflicial investigation uf the recent 
collision was continued yesterday before 
Captains Lewis and Devereux tind lu- 
S[)octor of Sleainbuals, IC. .S. N'igor. 

Ca[)tain Rudlin, being swum, de[iosed: 
1 was master id the steamer I'jiiterprise; 
have been twonty-twn years a master in 
these waters; when the accident occurred 
I was at tho wheel, perhaps for two min- 
utes; haw the Rithet about throe minutes 
before tho accident; there was a strong 
Hood tide at Ihe time, and the Rithet 
look a sheer on her siailm.u'd lu-liii; she 
straiijhtened up a little liel'ore atriking; 
the helm of the I'liiti-ipiisi' was put to port 
just before the tide struck her; when the 
accident happened 1 was lauded by the 
shock un the Itilhut's deck with the mate; 
I tlioii went to help save two Frenchmen 
wdio were thrown overboard; I hen helped 
rescue some Indians. 1 never beard Cap

Mr. Theodore Davio, who appeared for 
the plaintiil', argued that the chief justice 
had wo power to over-ride the decision cf 
the jury, aa they wore tho sole judges of 
the tact, citing Exparto Morgan 2 ch. D.

London, July 24. — The Conserva- 
tive Government, with commendable 
promptitude, as soon as it was discov- 
ered that the navy was in a wretched 
condition, as the reault of department- 
al misraanagenient, set' about a reforui- 
ation. Lord George Hamilton has been 
working night and day in the Admiral- 
ty office, and liis recomniondations have 
been largely acce^jted by hia brother 
liinisteta.' : .As a first step it is resolved 
to add io" the' " navy ' seVetal torpedo 
ramsaimilar to the Polyphemus, which 
demonstrated her efiectiveness in tlio 
recent evolutions in Bantry bay. Vice- 
Admiral Iloskins constructed a boom 
at the entrance of tiie bay, which, witli 
its bristling spars, entanglement o£ 
wii^tbawber and cables and ropes, plac- 
' ed in such a ipanner as to foul the 
screws of the approaching flotilla, was 
a formidable affair. This proved practi- 
cally impregnable to' the' Bquadron of 
naval "waspa" that assailed it. On the 
day following the sham Hght it was de- 
termined to try what a first-class steam 
ram could do against the obstruction. 
The Polyphemus was selected for the 
task,- and how she did it was thus do- 
cribed at the lime:— Going a mile or 
two outside tlie harbor mouth she 
gradually got up speed. When speed 
had. increased up to seventeen knots, 
pointing straight for the defensive 
w.or^Si Bjhe .seemed to skim over the 
water.; Gathering way as she went, the 
Polyphemus shot clear of two torpe- 
does' well aimed at her and went for 
the boom. A moment of anxious sus- 
pense, and there she crushed throuu'h 
obstacle as if it had been of paper, 
severing the five inch steel wire hawser 
without the slightest difficulty or any 
shock or pause, so irresistible was the 
force of her rush. A third torpedo was 
aimed at her, but Captain Jelfreys, 
who handled the ship with great skill 
and coolness, merely ordered the helm 
to be put bard a starboard. She swung 
quickly round, and the frightful missile 
instead of s^triking the Poly[)liomus fell 
on her quarter and pas.sed hiirnile.ssly 
astern, while those on boiird raised a 
hearty cheer for tlie clever manteuver 
by which this shot had been avoided. 
Then a perfect armada of steam launch 
es carrying torjiedoes swarmed about 
her, discharging those engines a.s they 
came, so that they crbased the tackh of 
each other. Pursuing similar tracties 
throughout, Captain Jeffreys turned 
his ship now right, now left, stopped 
her dead or went ahead full speed, as 
occasion demanded, and avoided all ex- 
cept one with wonderful dexterity, 
WhetheV even that one struck the ship 
is doubtful. There were many skilful 
setinien who e.xpressed great admira- 
tion for the wuy in which the Poly- 
phemus was handled by lier able com- 
mander." The success of this ugly look- 
ing ram has, determined the Admiral- 
ty to construct others of the same 
build.
